This is the firm belief of Miss 
Louise Connolly, educational expert 
of Newark, N. J., who recently has 
given several lectures in Néw York 
under the serial title of “Fireside 
Conferences on Life, Love and Liter­ 
ature.” Miss Connolly, although free 
from any matrimonial bonds, has be­ 
come through prolonged study an au­ 
thority on problems and methods of 
mating. 
Although regarding marriage 
as 
hardly necessary, Miss Connolly bows 
to the existence of fact by asserting 
that “life for most women is a map- 
hunt.” 
Some women, she 
asserts, 
hunt instinctively—as a wolf stalks 
its prey. When the instinctive wom­ 
an finds the man she wants, Miss 
Connolly says, “she envelops him, di­ 
gests him and marries him and the 
male never knows how it happened.” 
Other women, not blessed with the

and
